ness and the complaints of the 
self-respecting people in the 
borough became so conspicuous, 
that in July, 1926, the Ministry 
of Health intervened, suspended 
the Guardians, and appointed 
Board of their own to take 
charge of the local administr 
tion of the Poor Law. Recet 
papers fron® home contain the 
latest report by Sir Alfred Woou- 
gate, chairman of the appointed 
Guardians, on what has been 
done to reduce expenditure to 
reasonable limits, During the 
last full year of its lite, the old 
Board spent £2,345,900: by the 
end of April in this year, this 
sum had been reduced by mors 
than half. — Besides levying a 
Poor Rate of nine-shillings-and- 
fourpence in the pouml. the old 
Guardians borrowed from 
Ministry of Health in their inst 
year £630,000, of which they 
‘squandered £450,000, on current 
expenses.

In the third eentury of 
our era a sort of “commercial 
Greek" was spoken by large 
numbers of the inhabitants of 
the countries bordering the 
shores of the Mediterranean. 
During the Middle Ages a know.

Europe, while in the seventeenth 
and cighteenth centuries French 
almost attained the rank of &
